bracelet with the picture of their poor, 
dear grand papa, who is buried in Weſt- 
minſter-Abbey. It will, without doubt, 
make you laugh, when you are informed 


of their being ſo habituated to the honour 


of this circumſtance, that one of them 
has abſolutely refuſed to marry a very 
amiable man, for no other reaſon, but be- 


cauſe his father was not buried in a 
church:—PFor he was a brave officer, and

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« A little farther on, a very ſuperb mo- 
nument offers itſelf to our attention:—it 
perpetuates the memory of a man who 
made a very conſiderable figure in his day, 
and the ſtatue which forms a part of it, 
is a ſtriking reſemblance of him.

Where was the artiſt of merit whom he 
did not encourage ?- And genius was 
never recommended to his protection in

& Nor was his taſte inferior to his bene- 
volence. His town-houſe was the temple 
of elegance, and his country-ſeat exhibit- 


ed all the beauties that art and nature 
oy com- 
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combined could produce; while aſplen- 
did hoſpitality was to be found in both. 
His dreſs was the envy of faſhion, and 
his chariot rolled through the ſtreets, to 
arreſt, by its eclat, the attention of thoſe 
who beheld it. But this was not all ;— his 
poor neighbours bleſſed him as their be- 
nefactor, and ſome of them were daily 
fed from his table. I. muſt, however, 
diſappoint your ſenfibility, by informing 
| ov, that this man's heart had not the 
leaſt concern in the buſineſs of his life. 
He knew nothing of tenderneſs or ſym- 
pathy ;—One ſole principle or paſſion, 
and a very powerful one it proved to 
him, governed all his actions, and that 
was oentation. He loved the homage,— 
the flattery, and the public attention 
which his conduct was ſo well calculated 
to acquire. He never viſited the ſecret 
corners of miſery, where humble, bluſh- 
ing merit firs deſpondent, aud dares not 
tell its ſorrows. The trumpet, as it were, 
proclatmed his good decds, and all the 
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pride of the Phariſee accompanied his 
charitable offerings. The artiſt whom 
he rewarded, muſt ſound forth the praiſes 
of his protector; and the man of genius 
muſt offer. the fulſome dedication to his 
patron, in return for his patronifing fa- 
vour. His hoſpitality may be traced to 
the ſame ſource, and all his varied ele- 
gance derived from the ſame origin.—

lic, were ſeldom denied, —and they who 
ſought his Kindneſs in private, as ſeldom

c Such was the ſpirit of this ſingular 


man; and, ſtrange as it may appear, 


while it encouraged him in extravagance, 
it ſaved him from ruin. It bad a two- 
fold object, preſent eclat and poſthu- 
mous honour ;—and the idea of leaving a 
large portion of his wealth to build a col- 
lege that might perpetuate his name, pre · 

vented him from intruding upon that 
fortune which was to form a fund for 


« The 
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The ſtatue you now ſee was executed 
during his life, in order that the likeneſs 
might be better aſcertained, and was deſ- 
tined by its original, to occupy a veſti- 
bule of the building which was to crown 
his fame :—But with all his care and at- 
tention to this object, his poſthumous 
project was diſappointed by a legal deci- 
fion. His heirs oppoſed the deſign, —ſome 
particular defect in the expreſſions of his 
will were ſo interpreted, as to favour 
their claim, and the law confirmed it ; fo 
that the favourite object of rhis man's 
life, the thought of whoſe completion 
conſoled, in ſome meaſure, his dying 
hours, was entirely defeated ; and this 
ſtatue, which was to have been the ſub- 
ject of claſſic orations, and to have receiv- 
ed the grateful homage of eleemoſynary 
ſcience, will be ſuffered to moulder away 
in the niche of a ſepulchral monument, 
inſtead of gracing for ages an emblema- 
tic pedeſtal, beneath the ſtately dome of 
collegiate magnificence, 


A 6 c Juſt 
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* Juſt beyond, is a monument of ſmall 
dimenſions, but elegant deſign, and whoſe 
only decorations are a mask, a dagger 
and a wreath of laurel. Its inſcription 
informs the reader that an adjoining 
grave encloſes the remains of one of the 
moſt celebrated actreſſes of the Britiſh 
theatre. But the fine leſſons of virtue 
which ſhe was wont to repeat on the 
ſtage, did not influence her conduct off 
it, She quitted her huſband at an early 
period of her life, and lived with another 
man to the cloſe of it. This circum- 
ftance ſo far prevailed over all her the- 
atrica! talents and perſonal accom pliſh- 
men's, as to keep her at a diſtance from 
any ſociety but of her own profeſſion — 
Dea h, however, ſeems to level the mo- 
ral as well as civil diſtinctions, and ſhe 
now fleeps undiſturbed, with Queens, 
and Ducheſſes and 1 ames of Honour. 


ce At the foot of that pyramidical mar- 


ble, with an extinguiſhed lamp on the top 
| 00 
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of it, lies an old maid of fortune and diſ- 
tinction. It was her daily boaſt that ſhe 
had refuſed ſome of the firſt and hand- 


ſomeſt men in the kingdom; being deter- 


mined to live independent of that tyrant 
monſter called an huſband. Other evils, 
however, overtook her, and at the age of 
forty-five, ſhe was afflicted with a dropſy, 
which, according to the report of the 


time, ſhe caught of her groom of the 


| chambers, At the end of nine months, the 
diſorder grew to ſuch an height, as to 
| require ſurgical aid; and this chaſte vir- 
gin abſolutely died under the operation. 


« An urn profuſely adorned with flow- 


ers, emblems of the tranſient pleaſures of 
life, marks the ſepulchre of one who was 
the victim of them. His father died 
when he was very young, and a mother's 
| fooliſh indulgence encouraged him in all 


the habits of ſelf-will, vanity and extra- 


| Yagance, till it was too late to deſtroy 
them. While he was a child, the ſervants 
had 
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had orders never to contradict him, and 
his preceptor was forbidden even 9 
threaten any offence with puniſhment,— 
At the univerſity he diſdained all rule and 


reſtraint; he dreſſed well, drank hard, 


kept bis bunters, and gave a very promi. 
ſing proſpect of the part he would fil 
when he ſhould enter upon the theatre of 
the town. His foreign travels were pro- 
ductive of no improvements but a ſmat- 
tering of French, the manners of a dan- 
cing maſter, and a loſs of all the little 
principle he carried abroad with him, 


„ On his return home, he commenced 
the character of a faſhionable debauchee, 
His houſe became aſeraglio of every clals 
of proſtitutes; he had an artful procurels, 


conſtantly in his ſervice, and he employed 
his fortune, his time and his attentions, 


in varying the modes and inventing re- 
finements of ſenſual pleaſure. His wealth 
was waſted in purchaſing them, and his 


conſtitution was ruined in the exceſſive

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4 | enjoyment of them. At the age of thirty- 
one, he became the victim of his follies ; 
and having left a thouſand pounds to a 
W 1b which he had himſelf inſtituted, the 
W members of it very generouſly voted a 
1 | part of it to purchaſe him a grave in this 
0 diſtinguiſhed repoſitory, and to erect a 
monument to his memory, whoſe inſcrip- 
tion kindly gives him every virtue he did 
| not poſſeſs. 


« That reclining figure ſupported by 
an angel, repreſents a character who may 
be ſaid, in ſome degree, to redeem the de- 
pravity'of his worthleſs neighbour. He 
performed every private and public duty 
of life in a manner to gain the reſpect of 
men, and the applauſe of Heaven. He 
employed his underſtanding when he was 
| young, to acquire that knowledge, and 
| polſeſs himſelf of thoſe qualifications, 
which would give utility and grace to his 
more advanced life, 


«When he entered upon the theatre of 
the world, he conſidered that he had a 


part

part to act, which it became him to per. 
form with honour to himſelf and advan. 
tage to ſociety. He was a faithful hu. 
band, a kind parent, a fincere friend, and 
an humane man. - As a companion, he 
was chearful and inſtructive; as a ſenator, 
firm and independent; as a magiſtrate, 
Juſt without ſeverity; and as a Chriflian, 
pious without oſtentation. His failings 
he had laboured to correct and conceal), — 
they were known only, to himſelf, and 
that all- ſeeing Power who will paſs them 
over to reward his virtues.

| pomp, and private avarice. His character 
is divided between pride and meanneſs;

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The blue ſtone in the pavement, 
with a coatof arms engraved on it, marks 
the burying place of a jovial younger 
brother, of good family, whoſe frequent 
libations to the God of Wine, haſtened 

his retreat from the world. He was uſed 
to juſtify his intemperance by the declara- 

tion, that whenever he went to bed ſober, 
he never failed to dream of the Devil :— 
ſo that the apprehenſion of this nocturnal 
viſion configned him, at an early period 
to that place of repoſe where no dreams 
will infeſt his ſlumbers. 
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One might be diſpoſed to think that 
this vaſt diſplay of military trophies 
| crowned 
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crowned the gate of an arſenal. They are, 
however, as you ſee, appropriated to a 
different purpoſe, and adorn the tomb of 
1 general officer in the Britiſh ſervice.— 
The inſcription tells you that his regi- 
ment performed wonders in Germany, 
and that to its extraordinary exertions 
and unparalleled bravery, on a particular 
occaſion, a very complete victory was 
obtained for its country. But it does not 
tell, that, while his regiment was ſuffer. 
ing extreme hardſhips abroad, he was 
| living in great comfort at home on the 
pay of it.

« That coronet which graces the centre 
of a pediment, ſupported by columns of 
coloured marble, informs us that ſome 
deceaſed perſon, of noble rank, claims 
the honour of the monument which 1t 1s 
defigned to decorate.

have acquired, or that intuitive penetra- 
tion, which I naturally poſſeſs, could diſ- 
| cover that the ſtrange ſhrivelled object 
in the phial before us, is another ſpeci- 

men of the human heart, It once ani- 
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mated, if its miſerable emotions can be 


called animation, the frame of a being 
whoſe whole happineſs was centered in 
the accumulation of uſeleſs wealth, Ny 


one act of his life ever made the eye tg 


ſparkle with joy, or looſened the tongue 
in accents of gratitude. Gain was the 
ſole object of his life; and in obtaining 
it, he was unfeeling, cruel and inſatiable, 
He did not aim at acquiring wealth by 
the honourable progreſs of virtuous in- 
duſtry, or what may be called the prudent 
riſks of adventurous commerce,—but in 
grinding the poor—in preying upon the 
neceſſities, and watching with an harpy's 
eye, to profit by the diſtreſſes of his fel 
low-creatures.—His heart, from a conti- 
nual ſtate of contraction, became, at 
length, incapable of performing thoſe 
functions which ſuſtain life; and when 


he died, it was found in the ſhrivelled 


ſtate in which you now behold it. 


« By way of contraſt, in a moral as well 
as philoſophical view, the Anatomiſt has 
very 
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very judicioufly placed beſide it, another 
preparation of the hcart, which wears a 
very different form in death, as it poſ- 
ſeſſed a different nature in life. In its 
preſent ſtate and figure, you ſee it almoſt 
with the ſame exterior appearance as it 
bore when it was endued with thoſe ſen- 
| fibilities which rendered the owner of it 
one of the beſt of men, His days were 
gilded by one conſtant and ſteady light 
of benevolent virtue ;—To make others 
happy was the grand object of his ambi- 


tion,—and his heart was continually ex- 


panded with the delightful ſenſations of 
doing good, If, however, you examine 


it with attention, you will obſerve a con- 


ſiderable fiſſure which paſſes acroſs it, and 


that circumſtance cauſed the death of 


him in whoſe breaſt it dwelt, Some very 
tudden, unexpected, and cruel ſtrokes of 
ill-fortune, reduced him, almoſt at once, 
from wealth to penury; and when, in the 
hour of his adverſity, he found himſelf 
torſaken by thoſe whom he had raiſed to 
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proſperity, that noble heart felt only on 
pang, but it was a molt ſevere one, for i: 
then burſt with indignation at the ingra. 


6 This bottle contains a gall-bladder 
of uncommon dimenſions. Many a ſtream 
of redundant bile has flown from thence, 
and mingling with the blood, produced 
no ſmall quantity of envy and jealouſy in 
the heart, It belonged to a certain 
painter, who was never able to diſcover 
the leaſt merit in any works but thoſe of 
his own pencil; and is of a much larger 
ſize even than its companion, — which was 
taken from the body of an antiquated co- 
quette, who paſſed the laſt twenty years 
of her life in the malicious employment 
of inventing falſehoods, propagating 
ſcandalous ſtories, and ſowing difſenſions 
among her acquaintance.

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6 The laſt which I ſhall offer to your 
notice, poſſeſſes all the marks of a vio- 
lent inflammation, which, in fact, occaſi- 
oned the death of thecelebrated orator to 
| whom it belonged. It was, indeed, more 
| or leſs, the diſorder of his life; for his 
eminent talents—ſupertor erudition, and 
aſtoniſhing eloquence, were rendered of 
little uſe to himſelf and his country, by 
the headſtrong violence which governed 
all his thoughts and actions. As he ad- 
vanced in life, his reaſon gradually ſunk 
into an entire ſubmiſſion to his paſſions ;

« Many a towering column has been 
erected to perpetuate the records of hu- 
man glory; and ſucceeding generations 
have beheld the ſacred ſtructure with de- 
light and admiration. But the eye turns 
away with horror from the pyramid be- 

fore 
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fore us, which to the moral ſpectator, 
who is not obdurated by profeſſional in. 
ſenſibility, preſents an affecting mony. 
ment of human morality. The ſkulls that 
form the only decorations of it, poſſeſs a 
mortifying and griſly uniformity ; and 
however varied or diſtinguiſhed their 
characters may have been in life, they all 
wear the ſame common complexion of 
death. 


& This was the ſcull. of an highway- 
man, who ſuffered at the gallows,—and 
that belonged to an alderman, who was 
choaked at a feaſt, The next was a beau- 
ty, who, when exceſs and diffipation had 
deſtroyed her charms, endeavoured to re- 
ſtore them by the application of art ;— 
the falſe teeth are ſtill ſeen to occupy the 
naked jaw. Its immediate neighbour was 
a profeſſed prude of forty-five, who hav- 
ing a ſudden call down ſtairs, after the 
had prepared herſelf for bed, and, hur- 


rying along in great haſte, leſt any of the 
ſervants 
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| ſervants ſhould ſee her in a night-cap, her 
| foot was unfortunately caught in the mat- 

ting which covered the paſſage, and ſhe 
fell down the cellar ſtairs. The bruiſes 
ſhe received on the occaſion proved in- 
curable; and here her head 1s expoſed to 
the gaze of every eye, not even in a night- 
dreſs, but as bald as death can make it,— 
The reſt on the ſame line were proſtitutes, 
who lived in luxury, languiſhed in diſ- 
eaſe, or pined in want, 


ce The row immediately above the laſt, 


is chiefly occupied by authors, who lived 
by their writings, —and reviewers, who 
got their bread by criticiſing them. 


On the next ſtage is the ſcull of a 


caſhiered heutenant of a marching regi- 
ment, who, after many ſucceſsful at- 
tempts at a leſs diſhonourable profeſſion, 
became the bully of a bawdy-houſe, and 
loſt his life in defending the reputation 
of a common ſtrumpet.

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was found in a Tamulus in one of the web.

Scotch officer. The diſpute aroſe from 
the laughter of the former, when the lat- 
ter compared the climate of Edinburgh 
to that of Naples.—lIt is, however, the 

Scotchman's ſcull which is now betore 
you. The laſt of them belonged to a 
dragon, who in a mock fight at a review, 
was thrown from his horſe, and found a 
real death. 
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“ Thoſe which are ſtationed on the 
next row, belonged to a young man of 
fortune, who broke his neck by a fall 
from his pheton ;—one of his own 
grooms, who was killed by a kick of a 
Rallion,—and a ſtage-coachman, who was 
ſhot by the guard of the coach inſtead ol 
an highwayman who attacked it. 
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ce Above theſe is an attorney, who ha- 


ving intoxicated himſelf with brandy, on 


gaining a cauſe for a band of ſmugglers, 


| loſt his life by falling into the cellar of 
an old ruinous houſe, which he had been 
employed to indict as a nuiſance but the 
day before; and, by his ſide, is one of 
bis many clients, whom his profeſſional 
| villainies had brought to beggary, and a 
| broken heart. 


© The ſcull which fits alone on the 


top, and forms the apex of this ghaſtly 
pyramid, owes its ſuperior appointment 


to the impulſe of profeſſional pride. Alt 
was once the head of a ſurgeon, who dif- 
tinguiſhed himſelf as an operator in this 


place; and being employed to aſſiſt in 


ſtealing a body from a burying- ground, 
in the environs of this city, caught a pu- 
trid fever of the dead, and died himſelf. 
To extend the poor man's anatomical uti- 
lity to the utmoſt, as well as to do his 
remains all poſſible honour, the profeſſor 

himſelf 
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himſelf diſſected him, and made this 
muſeum, which he had enriched by his 
lavours, the ſepulchre of his bones, Hi 
ſcull, as you may perceive, enjoys the 
molt elevated ſtation in it. 


« This skeleton, ſaid the Demon, a; 
he turned to the oppoſite fide of the 
room, though now ſo bare and ghaſtly, 
was once the favourite child of faſhion= 
the grace of every elegant aſſembly, 
and the ornament of every polite circle, 
In the annals of birth-day ſplendour, his 
name 1s pre-eminently recorded ; and

His bones, however, ſeem to perpe- 
tuate the ruling paſſion of their former 
E maſter; they maintain a kind of public 
ſation, and add to the parade of this 
withdrawing- room of death. 


« The skeleton which occupies the 
ſame caſe, was once a gigantic monkey. 
| He asked not the taylor for cloaths, nor 
the mercer for filk, or the perfumer for 
eſſences: He was content with the only 
coat that nature gave him :—and now, 
my good friend, permit me to ask you, 
who are unskilled in the niceties of ana- 
tomical diſtinctions, - what is the differ. 
ence between the brute and the beau?“ 


Rut what figure is this,” exclaimed 
Don Cleofas, „for I perceive the bones 
of four-footed beaſts and birds, and even 
tiſhes, as well as thoſe of the human 

ſpecies ?” 


It is,“ anſwered the Demon, “ the 


anatomy of an animal, called a jackal; 
Wwhioh 
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which is ſaid to be the purveyor of the 
lion, and to poſſeſs the faculty of guiding 
the voracious ſavage to his prey. The

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« My curiofity, however,” ſaid Don 
Cleofas, © is not a little excited as to the

your account, perſons of all ranks hays 
furniſhed the various articles of this 
celebrated repoſitory,” 


© The hoſpitals, the gallows, and 2 
crilege,” anſwered the Demon, © are the 
principal ſources of ſupply to the ans. 
tomical theatres, Beſides, a ſurgeon ſel- 
dom diſſects a patient but he avails him- 
ſelf of the opportunity to add an article 
to his profeſſional collection. As to the 
ſubjects of rank and diſtinction, they can 
only be attained by the undertakers, to
